which Mr. Cuick in the Introduction to 
his Synodicon tells us, Vol. 1. p. 5. that 
the Singing of Pſalms in Fanulies, even 
thoſe of the beſt Rank. not only at their 
Morning and Evening Worſhip, bt. at their 
Meals. conduced wery much to the ſtrength 
and growth of the Reformed Religion in 
France in its firſt and beſt Days. And 
the Title Page of our Old Engliſh Tran- 
Nation of the Pſalms into Metre, ſet forth 
and allowed at the beginning of our Re- 

- af formation 
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formation, in Edw, the VF's Time, re- 
cammends them to be Sung in private 
Houſes for their Godly Solace and Com- 
fort. And hu the Houſes of the good 
Old Proteſtants were perfum'd with this 
Ticenſe daily, eſpecially on Lord's-Days, 
we have heard with our Fars, and our 
Fathers have told us, Gladly therefore 
would I contribute ſomething towards the 
revival of this Duty in Chriſtian Families, 


which, if they be (as they ſhould be) Ner- 
ſeries and Seminaries of Piety, would cer- 
tainly embrace this as an excellent means | 
of inſtilling Religion betimes into the Minds © 
of their little Children, who, as they com-
